OPINIONS OF GREAT PAPERS ON IMPORTANT SUBJECTS 


A Foolish Custom Abolished. 

S MONO till' changes in the details of warfare 
which have been wrought by the long-range 
ride there is one which has been brought into 
especial notice by the casualty statistics of the 
Russo-Japanese war. Officers no longer expose 
themselves to the enemy’s fire for the purpose 
of “encouraging the n:en." 

This foolish practice, which, through years of custom, 
hail the force of prescription, Isas evidently been aban¬ 
doned. Thus far in the Manchurian campaign only one 
general officer has been killed outright and hardly more 
than a score have been wounded. 

Yl hen we compare these figures with the statistics of 
our own Civil War we can see how sweeping has been the 
change. A recent study of the Confederate archives shows 
that of 415 Confederate genera! officers seventy-four were 
killed in action or mortally wounded, while in the Union 
anny fifty general officers, twenty-three brevet brigadier 
generals and thirty-four colonels commanding brigades 
were killed or mortally wounded. 

In the ( ivil War. tlint is to say, general officers were 
still under the stress of a tradition which held that a com¬ 
mander should ride up and down his lines—on a white 
horse if possible—so that tiie enemy might have n good 
chance of picking him off. In the Manchurian campaign 
tne general officers have remained in the rear out of 
rifle range and directed the operations of their men by 
telephone or by messenger. The casualty statistics show 
the advantage of this latter system. 

It is no reflection upon the bravery of n general officer 
that he does not expose himself to the fire of the enemy. 
He is not a fighting man but a director of fighting men. 
His services are too valuable to bo risked in n foolish and 
spectacular display of personal Courage which may bo im¬ 
pressive but which is absolutely valueless to the cause 
which he serves.

imirned appropriated $125,000 more ' to be 
jagj kr.own as a “revolving fund," to be used only 
to purchase raw material required in the man¬ 
ufacture handling and marketing of twine. All moneys 
dm hod from the sale of twine are to ho collected and paid 
mto the State treasury by the penitentiary warden, and 
kept in a separate account. Tlio warden is empowered 
to sell the twine to the farmers of the State for cash free 
on board the cars at Jefferson City, “and at a price per 
pound sufficient only to indemnify the State against loss." 
Slate twine in hulk may also he sold for easli by die war¬ 
den to persons in each county who shall be required to sign 
an agreement to sell the twine to actual consumers at a 
price not greater than 1 cent per pound over its cost, with 
transportation from the State capital added. 

Manufacturing of the twine has begun, and the price 
has been fixed at 10 cents a pound. The trusts, it is said, 
sell die same article for from 12b. cents to I t cents a 
pound. It will ho some time lie fore the working results 
of this special branch of State Industry can he ascertained

They are not 
ordinarily intended for men who em¬ 
ploy others to do their cooking, bill 
for those who cook for themselves. 

The kitchens, indeed, in the small¬ 
est bachelor apartments Intended for 
men of modest means are about the 
smallest tilings of the kind ashore or 
afloat. There is just room enough for 
a small gas stove, a little sink, a tiny 
refrigerator and the necessary floor 
space to enable the bachelor to turn 
around. 

All the permanent appointments are 
provided by the landlord. The tiny 
refrigerator will hold a moderate sup¬ 
ply of milk, butter and the meat of 
at least three meals. 

Some of tiie bachelor cooks are con¬ 
tent to get breakfast merely, but (fill¬ 
ers also prepare dinner. The gas 
stove will do either. 

Forty minutes will ordinarily suf¬ 
fice to prepare, cook and serve the

As many alligators are raised to ma¬ 
turity as the inclosed swamps and 
streams of the alligator farm will per 
mlt. They are valuable for their hides, 
which are used for bags, belts, purses 
and like purposes. 

The supply of alligators is much less 
than the demand, ns tiie hide hunters 
have killed off nil they could find, and 
there is as yet no close season in the 
game laws for their protection. Like 
tiie terrapin, they nre becoming ex- 
tinct in their wild state. At the alli¬ 
gator farms no more old alligators are 
kept than are needed for breeding pur¬ 
poses. Most of them arc sold when a 
month or six weeks old nnd the others 
are killed at an early age, when their 
hides are more pliable and easily 
worked. Alligator farming so far has 
proved a profitable industry.—New 
York World.

The first lot of water turned In 
takes out 60 per cent of the sugar, and 
the second lot takes 50 per cent of the 
remainder. This Is repeated ten times, 
nnd In the end has exhausted all the 
sugar from the slices to within one- 
tenth of one per cent The slices re¬ 
maining after this process nre dropped 
from the tanks and run through large 
presses, and the partly dried pulp Is 
deposited in cars and wagons to be 
used for feeding cattle, it being a 
great milk and flesh producer. 

The juice remaining is of a dark 
brown color, containing much organic 
matter not sugar. It is run into tall 
tanks holding a couple thousand gal¬ 
lons, nnd hero the lime solution which 
takes out the organic matter, is add¬ 
ed. It now goes through a series of 
boilings, filtering and clarifying pro¬ 
cesses, which leave the fluid a moder¬ 
ately thick syrup, ready to be boiled 
down to sugar. The syrup is pumped 
up into large round vacuum pans. In¬ 
side these pans are coiled lnrge copper j 
steam pipes, and a large air pump 
produces a high vacuum and removes I 
the evaporated water so that the syrup 
boils very rapidly and at a very low 
temperature. This boiling mnss is | 
watched through glass windows in the 
sides of the pans, and when small 
grains begin to appear they are fed by i 
adding fresh syrup until they reach the j 
required size. When the size Is right, i 
and the water evaporated sufficiently, 
the steam is turned off, the pump 
stopped, and the mass is allowed to j 
run into tho tanks below, by opening 
a valve at the outlet in the bottom cf 
the pan. 

The syrup at this stage has the ap¬ 
pearance of dark molasses, thickened 
with granulated sugar, and is so thick 
that it will barely run. This is put in-1 
to tho “centrifugals,” large whirling j 
drums having their sides perforated, 
and lined with gauze. As these ma¬

horse and cultivates two rows at a 
time. It is mounted on two wheels, 
each about 30 inches in diameter. Be¬ 
hind these wheels are two horizontal 
bars, connected by two other liars to 
tiie axle, on which they have a free up 
and down motion. There is also a 
pivot which allows a side motion, con¬ 
trolled with handles by the operator. 
With tho cultivator are several sets of 
knives, shovels, etc., any of which can 
be fastened to the horizontal bars, tho 
grower using whatever kind is adapt¬ 
ed for the kind of cultivation lie wish¬ 
es. 

When plants are a couple of inches 
higli they are thinned out, leaving 
plants six to ten indies apart. This 
work is usually done by contract, the 
price paid averaging from $0 to $7 
per acre. 

In removing beets from the ground, 
a large plow or lifter is used. This 
plow has a depth of 18 inches or more, 
made necessary by the great depth to 
which the beet penetrates the soil. It 
is drawn by three or four horses, and 
raises tiie beet partly out of the 
ground, so that it can be picked up by 
tiie topper. 

The beets are taken by- local freight 
to tho factory, where they are dumped 
into long ditches, which have a stream 
of water flowing through them. These 
ditches, which are lined with cement, 
slope toward the factory building, near 
which they converge into one large 
one. The water in these ditches serve 
tlie double purpose of carrying and 
partially cleaning the beets. At the 
end of this large ditch, tiie beets are 
raised from the water by an elevating 
apparatus, which deposits them in a 
large washing machine. Tills consists
